Professortt are with 
their families; oth<n-M arei alone, hdiV.i 
ing csciped from ine burning town 
Willi iinl> tile ili)lhi.s on tli'ir backs 
and enough money in their pockotH to 
cross the cliiinnel to Folkestone, riiu 
ladles and children were overcome v. Ith 
the horrors of Ihe situation and the 
pi-ofcK.iors Hlrlcken by tho toss nl" their 
libr.-irle.s, lahoratories and the treii- 
suri s of their aneieni l'iiiversity. (Mm 
professor escaped fr<mi l.ouvain tvith 
his wife, two babies and a manuscript, 
said to be the only remnant of tho 
famous colleitlfin in the LoiiViiln 
I.,ihrary. 

The treatment which some of the 
University men suffered at the handa 
of the rjermans has been savage in ll.s 
violence t(ld women, the wives of 
tJnlvf i-.-iit\ lencln-i-.x, have been hor- 
ribly u.Hs.iulii d.
